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FIXED FACTS IN AGRICULTURE. 


[Though caleulated for the Eastern States, 
many of the facts are of general application | 


1, All lands on which clover or the grass- 
ss are grown must either have lime in them 
naturally, or that mineral must be artificial- 
ly supplied. It matters but little whether it 
he supplied in the form of stone lime, oyster 
lime, or marl. 

2. All permanent improvements of lands 
must look to lime as its basis. 

3. Lands which have been long in culture 
will be benefitted by application of phos- 
phate of lime, and it is unimportant whether 
the’ deficiency be supplied in the form of 
hone dust, guano, native phospate of lime, 
camposts of flesh, ashes, or that of oyster- 
shell lime or marl; if the land needs it, 
lime also. 

4, No lands can be preserved ina high 
state of fertility unless cloverand the grass- 
es ate cultivated in the course of rotation. 

5. Mould is indispensable in every soil, 
and a healthy supply van alone be preserved 
through the,cultivation of clover and the 
gresses, the turning in of green crops, or 
by the application of composts rich ia the 
elements of mould. 

6. All highly concentrated animal ma- 
nures are increased in value, and their bene- 
fits prolonged by. admixture with” plaster, 
salt, or pulverized charcoal. 

« 7, Deep ploughing greatly improves the 
productive powers of every Remy of soil 
that is not wet. 

8. Subsviling sound land—that is, land 
that is not wet, is eminently conductive to 
increased production. 

9. All wet land should be drained. 

10. All grain crops should he harvested 
before the grain is thoronghly ripe. 

11. Clover, as well as the grasses, intend- 
ed fur hay, should ue mowed when in ful! 
bloom. 

12. Sandy lands can be most effectaally 
improved by clay. When sneh lands re- 
quire liming or marling, the lime or marl is 
most. beneficially applied when made into a 
compost’ with clay. In- slacking lime, salt 
brine is better than water, 

13. The chopping or grinding of grain 
to he fed to stock, operates as a saving of 
at least 25 percent. 

14. Drainipg of wet lands and marshes 
adds to their value, by making them pro- 
duce more, arid by improving the health of 
neivhborhoods. 

15. To manore or lime wet lands, is to 
throw manure, lime, and labor away. 

16. Shallow ploughing operates to im- 
proverish the soil, while it decreases pro- 
duction, 

17, By stabling and. shedding stock 
through the winter, a saving of one-fourth 
the food may be effected—that is, one-fourth 
less food will answer, than when the stock 
may be exposed to the inclemencies of the 
weather. al 

18.-A bushel of plaster persacre, sown 
hroadeast over clover, will add 100 per cent, 
to its produce. 

19. Periodical applications of ashes tend 
to keep up the integrity of soils; by sup- 
plying most, if not all, of the organic sub- 
stances, 

20. Thorough preparation of landis abso- 
lutely necessary to the successful and luxu- 
riant growth of the crops, 

21. Abundant crops cannot be grown for 
a succession of years, unless care be taken 
to provide an equivalent for the substances 
carried off the Jand in the products grown 


To preserve meadows in their pro- 
ductiveness, it is necessary to harrow them 
every second autumn, apply. top-dressing, 
and roll them up. 

/ 23. All stiff clays are benefitted by fali 
and winter ploughings, but should never be 
ploughed when wet. 

If at such ploughings the furrow he ma- 

terially deepened, lime, marl, or ashes, 
should be applied. : 
24. Young stock should be moderately 
fed with grain in winter, and receiving gene- 
rous supplies of long provender, it» being

—Remove all bruised or injursd roots, by 
eutting them from the under side with a 
sharp knife. Dis the holes at least twice as 
large asthe roots extend, so as to allow 
them easv access in their starting to the 
loose earth, which should be finely pulver- 
ized; when the hole is half filled, pour in 
a few gallons of water, which has a ten- 
dency to settle the earth and fill up vacancies. 
Be careful to avoid lifting the tree up, while 
filling in, which tend to give the roots a 
vertical and position. Let the 
suil in contact with the roots be the surface 
scil first thrown out, or rich loam, obtained 
expressly, would be better. Leaf mould, 
from the woods, is excellent. Let no ma- 
nure be put into the hole around the root, 
which is apt to induce decay. If any is ap- 
plied let it be on the surface, to be carried 
down by rains. ‘The fall of the year is a 
suitable time for surface manuring around 
trees. Let the trees be well staked and 
tied.up, to prevent being shaken or disturb- 
ed hy the winds. After culture, periodi- 
cal judicious pruning are also important.— 
As a general rule, orchards should be plongh- 
ed and cultivated to insure fine fruit and good 
crops. Where this is not practicable, trees 
shonld be dug round and kept free from grass 
Avoid especially deep planting ; 
when the earth settles, the tree should be 
about the same depth as before removal. 
Mulching all trees the first season they are 
transplanted, by covering the ground around, 
twoor three feet each way, with grass or 
course hay, litter, &c., is very important to

Detitine Wurat.—Edward Stabler, in 
hisadmirable essay on the advantage of 
drill seeding, states that after examining its 
results on some 800, or 1,000 acres, beside 
larze experience on his own land, he finds 
that there is nota single instance where it has 
not proved the most profitable, first; in the 
saving of seed, and secondly, i in the increas-

one to six or seven bushels per acre. He 
thinks five pecks of seed drilled are equal to 
two bushels sown broadcast. He has 
known the increase, in one case, by careful 
comparison of the modes, to amount to nine 
bushels per acre in favor of drifting. He 
relates an interesting incident: A vender 
offered .a drilt for the increase in a crop of 
fifty acres of wheat--to be determined by 
sowing a few strips broadeast for compari« 
son.

The western part of the province, between 
the western frontier and the river Argish— 
comprising fully two-thirds of the whole--- 
is divided into three pretty equal parts by 
the valleys of the Schyl an Aluta, flowing 
from the northern mountains at right angles 
to the Danube. The Schyl and the Argish 
rise on the southern declivity of the moun, 
tains; the Aluata rises to the north of the 
chain, and bresks throngh it. The part of 
Wallachia which lies to the east of the Ar- 
gish is bisected by the Jalomeritza, which 
flows from west to east. The Turkish or 
southern bank of the Danube, from Orsowa 
to where it again tarns northward, after flow- 
ing nearly 300 miles from west to east, is 
high and abrupt ; the Wallachian low and 
apt to be overflowed. A little tu the north 
of the point at which the course of the river 
turns from south toeast is Widdin, on the 
Turkish, and opposite to it Kalafat, on the 
Wallachian bank; commanding the mouth 
of the Schyl is Rahowa, on the Tarkish bank; 
commanding the mouth of the Aluta is Nik~ 
opolis, on the Turkish bank ; midway be- 
tween the mouths of t e Aluta and Argish is 
Rustchuk, on the Turkish, and opposite 
tiurgevo onthe Wallachian bank. Bucha- 
rest is situated mearly north of these places. 
at adistance of some sixty miles on an af. 
fluent of the Argish, which intervenes be- 
tween it and them. Turtukal is situated on 
the Turkish bank, opposite the mouth of the 
angle formed by that river and the Danube 
at the Argish; Oltenitza on the east of the 
Argish, is the junction. Silistra stands on 
the Turkish bank of the Danube, near the 
point where the river turns tothe north, and 
Schumla is some eighty miles to-the south 
of it. . 

The principal Russian force is concentra- 
ted between Bucharest and the Danuhe, but 
parties had been thrown out,in advance as 
far as Kalafat. Some of these partics were 
pretty strong, but still this was dispersing 
the army over a longer line than its numeri- 
cal amount warranted. We. observe at- 
tempts are being made to palliate this mis~ 
take of the Russian commander, by alleging 
that he had been led to expect support from 
Austria, which is now withheld. When the” 
faithless, Jesuitical character of the Austrian 
government. is taken into account, this story 
looks plausible ; it may, however, be a mere 
invention and after thought, to screen the 
strategetical blunder of the Russian general. 
The main body of the Turkisharmy was 
concentrated in the region between Silistra 
and Schumla; a'strong body of troops was 
posted at Sophia in.the rear of Widdin ; and 
the communication was kept up bya chain 
of posts. The Tarkish troops have hitherto 
been healthy ; according to the latest ac- 
counts from Bucharest, there are at, present 
12,000 Rassian soldiers in hospital: there. } 
‘The advanced period of the season, and the 
want of roads, render it difficult, if not im- 
possible, for the Russiangitereceive speedy 
reinforcements ;>the communication. of the 
Tarks-from Silistria with. Varua—¢ither di- 
rect.or hy Schuamla—is open and easy. 
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eoudition to. appreciate the movements that

After a combat of 
three hours the Muscovites retreated. with a 
loss of several officers, and 200 privates kil- 
led, of six superior and eighteen subaltern of- 
ficers, and 479 privates wounded, leaving the 
Turks (whose amount of Joss is unknown) 
toentrench themselves on the North bank of 
the Danufie. In addition to . this, 2,000 
Turks are said to have oecupied Kalarathe, 
a small-town or village in Wallachia, oppo- 
site to Silistria, and 2,000 from Rustchuk 
have taken’’possession of an island in the 
Danube, between that fortress and Giur- 
gevo. — 

It appears, then, that im every affair he- 
tween the Turks and the Russians in Walla- 
chia, the latter have been worsted. The 
Turkish force advancing from Widdin is 
forcing the Russian detachments in the wes- 
tern part of the province back upomw Bucha- 
rest, with a fair prospect of beating if it can 
entch them, or, at all events, of cutting them 
off fromAble main body in front of that city. 
Again the advance of the main ‘Turkish ar- 
my has made good its footing on the Walla- 
ehian side of the Danube, and holds both 
banks of the Argish; which lays.the approach 
to Bucharest open toit. Toall human ap- 
pearance, therefore, it will be comparative! 
easy for Omer Pascha, by pushing on_his 
main force towards Bucharest, to form a 
junetion «vith the Turkish troops advaneing 
from Kalafat ; to break the line (as they do 
jm naval warfare) of the énemy ; isolate the 
body of Russians in front of Bucharest from 
that which is retreating upon it from the west, 
and beat both in detail, if that have not been 
already done to his hand in the case of the 
latter corps. 

This view of affairg can only be presented 
with the hesitation wiiich the brief and fray- 
mentary character of the reports. from the 
seat of war, and the yet imperfeet devekop- 
ment of the etrategy of the generals on both 
sides, render necessary; but on a delibernte 
view of ebat has been wrilten, it does not 
appear that’any unwarranted or partial in-

Dr. Clark offered a resoiution directing an 
inquiry into the propricty of abolishing the 
present military system of our State, and sub- 
Stituting in its stead a volunteer system, under 
certain regulations.

The Senateyjoined the House to-day in elec- 
tions for Commissioners in Equity for the Dis- 
tricts of Anderson, Marion, Chesterfield, Mar!- 
boro’, Lancaster, Beaufort, and Spartanburg . 
for Master in Equity for Charleston ; for Regis- 
ter in Equity for Charleston ; and for Treasurer 
of the Lower Division. The 6ld Con:missioners 
were all -re-elected without opposition. The 
other officers. were also elected without opposi- 
tion. This would seem to indicate that offices 
were not in so great demand as in times past. 

There is no telling how far the mania for 
Rail Roads is destined to carry us. We have 
now betore the Legislature no less than six ap- 
plications for new Charters, viz: from Columbia 
to Hamburg; from the Camden Junétion to 

lamburg; from Branchville to Savannah: 
from Charleston to Savannah; from Chester 
to Newberry ; and froma pint on the Gr en- 
ville Road to Aiken. Besides these, the Spar- 
tanburg Company ask an extension of ther 
Charter to the North-Varolina lines the Greei- 
ville Company asks the same ; and the Lancas- 
ter Company the same. Ii is rumored that the 
South-Carolina Rail Road Company will resist 
the application for a Charter from Columbia to 
Ham burg, and that Mr, Petigru is employed 
to argue the matter befure the Committee. That
